PARIS, March 5.—At a meeting of 


the German cabinet, on Monday 
morning, attended by party leaders 
and delegates of shipowners, it was 
agreed unanimously, it is understood, 
that Germany could not submit to 
coercion from the Entente Powers, 
either in the armistice negotiations or 
in the peace pour parlers proper. 
according to a Zurich dispatch to Le 
Journart. 


The German Government declared 


that it will decline all responsibility 
for possible consequences if the En- 
tente tries to speculate on Germarh 
‘ patience.”

you really believe there is a 
right, if you really believe wars 
ought to be stopped, stop think- 
ing about the rival interests of 
nations and think about the men 
and women and children 
throughout the world. 

Nations are not made to af- 
ford distinction to their rulers 
by way of success in the maneu- 
vers of politics; nations are 
meant, if they are meant for 
anything, to make the men and 
women and children in them se- 
cure and happy and prosperous, 
ahd no nation has the right to 
set up special interests against 
the interests and benefits of 
mankind, least of all this great 
nation we love. 

It was set up for the benefit of 
mankind: it was set up to illus- 
trate the highest ideals and to 
achieve the highest aspirations 
of men who wanted to be free: 
and the world——the world of to- 
day believes that and counts on 
us, and would be thrown back 
into the blackness of despair if 
we deserted it. 


I have tried once and again. 
mv fellow-citizens, to say to lit- 
tle circles of friends or to lar- 


ger bodies, what seems to be the 
real hope of the peoples of Eu- 
rope, and I tell vou frankly I 
have not been able to do so. be- 
cause when the thought tries to 
crowd itself into speech the pro- 
found emotiong of the thing is 
too much; speech will not carry. 
! have felt the tragedy of -the 
hope of those suffering peoples. 

No Mercy Without Hope. 

it is tragedy because it is a 
hope which cannot be realized 
in its perfection, and vet I have 
felt besides its tragedy, its com- 
pulsion upon every living man to 
exercise every influence that he 
has to the utmost to see that as 
little as possible of that hope is 
disappointed because if men 
cannot now, after this agony of 
bloody sweat, come to their self- 
possession and see how to recu- 
late the affairs of the world we 
will sink back into a period of 
struggle in which there will be 
no hope and therefore no mercy. 


There can be no merev where 
there is no hope, for why should 
you spare another if vou your- 
self expect to perish? Why 


should vou be pitiful if vou can 
get no pity? Why should you be 
Just if, upon every hand. you are 
put upon? 


There is another thing which. 


I think the critics of this cove- 
nant have not observed. They 
not only have not observed the 
temper of the world. but they 
have not even observed the tem- 
per of. those splendid boys in 
khaki that they sent across the 
seas. I have had the proud con- 
sciousness of the reflected glory 
of those boys, because the Con- 
Stitution made me their Com- 
mander in Chief, and they have 
taught me some lessons.

For the United States to withdraw 
from the project, he asserted, would 
make the league of nations merely 
“a return to the system of alliances 
and the ‘balance of power,’ with a 
speedy recurrence of war, in which 
this country would certainly be in- 
volved, as it was in the present 
struggle.”
